I. (Thrice amended) A method of using a laminate as a barrier material against ethylene oxide 
gas, the method comprising the steps of: , 

providing a storage package which contains a medical instrument having a 

hydrophiKc outer surface coating, and a seated contain which contains a sterile wetting 

fluid for wetting the hydropbilic coating of the instalment, ■ 

wherein the container is formed: of £ Jammate having an inner.layer comprising k 
polyolefin, an outer 1 layer comprising a polyester, a polyolefin or a polyamide and 
an intermediate layer Cttmprisfcg a silicon oxide, and 

wherein the laminate is. substantially impermeable to ethylene gxide gas; ajid 
, exposing the" storage package to ethylene oxide.gas. 

5. (Thrice amended) The method according to claim 1, wherein the medical device is a.urethral 
catheter for bladder drainage. '
